Du 
Tisne, 
the 
first 
Frenchman to leave a record of 
his travels across Missouri, wrote 
of lead mines, rocks and 
varied 
geological formations, while Major 
Amos Stoddard included an ex­ 
cellent chapter of twenty 
pages 
on 
“Mineral 
Riches” 
in 
his 
Sketches 
of 
Louisiana. 
School­ 
craft. who 
toured 
the 
western 
country between 1816 and 
1819, 
was amazed at the mineral 
re­ 
sources and referred to 
French 
accounts where the land was pic­ 
tured as equal to that of the Nile 
and the mountains to 
those 
of 
Peru. 
As early as 1715 Sieur de 
Lochon operated a lead mine on 
the Meramec river. Moses Austin 
had enough men at Mine a Breton 
in 1799 to beat off a war party of 
Osage Indians, and near the pres­ 
ent site of Potosi Austin erected 
the first reverberatory furnace for 
smelting lead and sank the first 
shaft in Upper Louisiana. 
In spite of these early 
mining 
interests, the first record of official 
action preparatory to a geological 
survey is contained in the message 
of Lilburn W. Bcggs to the tenth 
general assembly in 1838, where 
he recommanded an appropriation 
for carrying on a geological sur­ 
vey as a part of a program of in­ 
ternal improvement. 
Soon after1 
this a survey 
of 
the 
Meramec, 
Salt, North Grand and Osage riv­ 
ers was started, under the direc­ 
tion of a board of 
internal 
im­ 
provement, and Dr. H. King made 
a geological examination of 
the 
Osage river. 
From that time on 
several governor^ and organiza­ 
tions made recommendations fav­ 
oring a State 
geological 
survey. 
Finally, realizing the interests in­ 
volved were too important to be 
longer neglected, the 
legislators 
adopted on February 
24, 
1853, 
eighty-six years ago this week, an 
act creating the 
first 
geological 
survey of the State of Missouri. 
In an attempt to carry out the 
provisions of this act George Clin- 


ton Swallow, a practical geologist 
and professor of chemistry in the 
University of Missouri, was com­ 
missioned State geologist. 
He was 
charged with the responsibility of 
carrying on a minute, 
accurate, 
and thorough geological and min- 
eralogical survey of the State for 
the purpose of 
determining 
the 
order, 
succession, 
arrangement 
and relative 
magnitude 
of 
the 
geological formations. He was alsoj 
to examine all ore deposits, coal,[ 
marls and other such mineral sub­ 
stances, mineral waters, and soil 
formations as might be valuable 
to industry and commerce. 
Professor Swallow immediately 
began preparations for the work, 
ordering 
the 
nece^ary 
instru­ 
ments and outfits and securing the 
help of able and experienced as-1 
sistants. 
On April 15, Dr. Abra­ 
ham Litton of St. Louis was ap­ 
pointed chemist and R. B. Price of

In May Swallow visited^ 
St. Louis to secure another assist­ 
ant and obtained the services of B. 
F. Shumard, who began work in

Scientists have many theories as to how food 
affects the teeth, hut they all agree that, whatever 
the method, a well balanced diet does lessen tooth 
decay. 
They also agree on foods that form the 
basis of a diet that is productive of good dental 
health. 
Milk is the most important of these 
foods, chiefly because it is the best source of cal­ 
cium. One pint of milk supplies as much calcium 
(lime) as fifteen or more servings of fruits and 
vegetables. 


In recent years experiments have shown that 
healthy teeth are related to one’s choice of food. 
Children, given ample amounts of milk, fruit, and 
vegetables, have shown arrest of tooth decay in as 
many as 80% of the cases. 
Dental examination 
showed that in a community where milk was used 
freely, the children’s teeth had fewer defects than 
did the teeth of children who received little milk.
